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Spike in burglaries and anti-social behaviour fuels figures 

CRIME IN AREA UP 
BY NEARLY A THIRD

RECORDED crime has shot 
up by nearly a third in just a 
year in one area of Walsall, 
according to the latest fig¬ 
ures. 

Willenhall North and Short Heath 
saw an increase in all recorded crimes 
of 32.3 per cent in June, July and Au¬ 
gust this year compared to the same 
months in 2015. 

A spike in burglaries in Willenhall town cen¬ 
tre and anti-social behaviour centred in New 
Invention Square are two factors responsible 
for such a big escalation, police said. 

Neighbouring ward Willenhall South saw an 
increase of just 0.75 per cent in June, July and 
August 2016 in comparison to those months in 
2015. 

Willenhall North’s Councillor Adam Hicken 
said: “I’m not surprised by it. All these things 
happen and nothing seems to be being done. 
We had this problem about three, four years 
and it came down a couple of years ago and it 
seemed to be going OK. But it is making the 
area terrible. 

Presence 

“I am not happy with it and I am trying to 
get people together - but it’s identifying peo¬ 
ple. You can’t go after people unless you have 
evidence. The police usually have a presence 
but what is being done other than talking to 
some kids? 

“About three or four people contact me about 
crime [a week]. When I was first elected a year 
ago it was a much lower amount, maybe two a 
month.” 

Police said they have handed Acceptable Be¬ 
haviour Contracts (ABC) to seven youths and 
another will be given one later. As part of an 
ABC young people agree with their local au¬ 
thority and police not to be involved with acts 
of specified anti-social behaviour. They tend to 
last for six months and although they are not 
binding, if they are breached they can be used 
as evidence in court. 

Police Sergeant Harjinder Cheema said ‘reg¬ 
ular’ home curfew patrols are being conducted 
and that ‘youths appear to be abiding by the 
conditions’. As part of West Midlands Police’s 
imminent restructure, Willenhall North, South 
and Short Heath officers will soon be united to 
make one crime-fighting team. 

In an update given to the Willenhall and 
Short Heath area panel meeting, Sgt Kelvin 
Rowlands stated: “Walsall borough shows an 
increase of 3.7 per cent and we appear to be 
doing much better than Wolverhampton, which 
is showing an increase of 12.7 per cent.”

More than 10 arson 
attacks over summer 

MORE than 10 incidents of arson took place in 
Willenhall during the summer months, a report 
has revealed. Crews at Willenhall Community 
Fire Station responded to a total of 83 inci¬ 
dents between June and August. 

Among the attendances were 10 arson rub¬ 
bish fires, and one arson attack on a home. 

Station Commander Mark Flanagan said: 
“There was no trend or correlation between 
incidents. Crews continue to educate school 
children, local clubs and have a targeted ap¬ 
proach to drive down these incidents.” 

Crews were also called out to nine acciden¬ 
tal home fires.

Inquest begins on 
tragic motorcyclist 

AN inquest has opened on a 34-year-old biker 
who was killed in a collision with a delivery 
van this month. Lee Simon Marlow died after 
the crash in Pelsall at the junction of Norton 
Road and Vicarage Road at around 10.10pm 
on September 17. 

The inquest at Oldbury coroner’s court 
heard that Mr Marlow was married and lived 
on Broad Lane, Pelsall. He worked as a main¬ 
tenance man and was born in Walsall. 

The Black Country senior coroner’s team 
leader Margaret Collins said: “At this stage it 
is thought the delivery van was turning right in 
the path of the motorcycle.” The inquest was 
adjourned until November 11.

Mud, mud, glorious 
mud for challenge

A MAN given a new lease of life after a kid¬ 
ney and pancreas transplant 15 years ago will 
compete for Great Britain for the first time 
next summer. 

Father-of-three Neil Ash, from Cheslyn 
Hay, will travel to Spain next June to com¬ 
pete against other javelin and discus throwers 
at the World Transplant Games. 

Mr Ash, now 41, was just 27 when type 1 
diabetes meant he suffered kidney failure and 
had to undergo the extensive procedure in De¬ 
cember 2001. Years later, helped by staff who 
had helped him recover and by wife, Donna, 


38, the keen cricketer was encouraged to 
compete. He said: “After watching the Lon¬ 
don Olympics in 2012 I had a go at the British 
Transplant Games in Sheffield in 2013.1 won 
a couple of medals and I have positioned bet¬ 
ter and better.” 

He won golds in the javelin at the British 
Transplant Games in NewcastleGateshead in 
2015 and again this year in Liverpool. 

Mr Ash, who works for Genting Casinos, 
added of his selection to compete for his coun¬ 
try: “I didn’t know what I thought at first 
about it but it’s really exciting now.” 


And he said he was looking forward to tak¬ 
ing his daughters, Alisha, 12, Amelia, four, 
and Esme, two, to Malaga to see their dad 
compete. 

To raise funds to compete next year, Mr 
Ash is walking along the Cannock Chase’s 
circular walk on October 2 and is looking for 
sponsorship. 

On his fundraising page he states: “Every 
step I take will be in memory of my donor and 
to be thankful for the miracle of organ dona¬ 
tion.”

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Jail on hold for 6,000 child images man

A MAN who had more than 6,000 in¬ 
decent images of children stored on a 
laptop and USB drive avoided jail after 
a judge said it would be ‘safer’ for the 
public to offer him psychological help. 

Adrian Miles, of Short Street, Darlas- 
ton, had 6,063 class C images, 42 class 
B images and 11 class A images stored 
on his computer and a USB drive, with 
police also discovering searches for pho¬ 
tographs of underage ‘pre-teen’ children 
in his internet history. 

Miles, 49, was arrested on September 
29, 2015 after police were given a tip-off 


and was given a 12-month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court. 

He was also given a mental health 
treatment requirement of two years 
after the court learned he suffered from 
manic depression, as well as a rehabili¬ 
tation requirement of 25 days, alongside 
a 10 year sexual harm prevention order, 
meaning he will have to ensure his in¬ 
ternet history is available for viewing by 
police during that time. 

He will also have to sign on to the sex 
offenders register for 10 years. 


Prosecuting, Howard Searle, said: 
“Search terms including pre-teen na- 
turists were discovered by police. Images 
were also stored on a USB stick and split 
into folders which were given titles such 
as Hotties One and Yummy 10.” 

Defence solicitor Arvind Sharma said: 
“Most will give excuses such as curios¬ 
ity when their habits are discovered but 
the defendant has admitted that he has 
a problem with an attraction to children. 
It is the opinion of probation officers 
that this will make it easier for them to 
work with him.” 


Town among worst in 
the UK for empty shops 


MORE than a quarter of shops in 
Walsall are sitting empty landing 
it in the top 10 worst towns in the 
country for vacant units. 

Damning statistics from the Local 
Data Company (LDC) show the town 
is sixth with 27.6 per cent of shops out 
of business. 

That has risen from 26.2 per cent last 
year when it was ranked ninth. It comes on 
the back of the town losing its iconic BHS 
store last month. 

In reaction to the figures Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s business support chief Aftab Nawaz 
said: “Our regeneration teams are working 
hard to bring in big organisations to the 
town centre. 

“There is excellent work going on at 
St Matthew’s Quarter. The high street is 
challenging. Many people shop online, we 
need to recognise that and keep up with 
the trend. I think the public wants a tra¬ 
ditional high street the way it used to be 
there many years ago but that is not going 
to come back. 

“Patterns are changing and we need to 
be more innovative with bringing in the 
type of shops people will come to.” Council¬ 
lor Nawaz recently submitted proposal for 
a large Mecca Bingo hall on Park Street. 

Regenerate 

He added: “We need to try and get a 
more diverse mix of businesses. We do not 
want a high street full of gambling outlets. 
My view is this will ruin the town centre. 

“We need to look at bringing shops into 
Walsall to help regenerate the town.” 

Walsall has the highest proportion of 
empty shops in the Black Country. West 
Bromwich is almost as bad with 24.7 per 
cent of units empty, while Dudley has 23.1 
per cent vacated units and Wolverhampton 
comes in at 21.8 per cent. 

Stourbridge and Smethwick fair bet¬ 
ter with a vacancy rate of 15.5 per cent 
and 11.4 per cent respectively. Overall 
in the UK the proportion of empty shops 
has fallen from 13.3 per cent last year to 
12.3per cent. 

Matthew Hopkinson director at the LDC 
said: “Growth slackened significantly in 
the half year leading up to the referendum 
at the end of June, taking the steam out 
of the gentle improvement in vacancy that 
has improved by 2.3per cent since 2011.”

THE daughter of a gas engineer 
form Walsall will be tackling a mud 
challenge in memory of her father. 

Chloe Griffiths, aged 22, will be 
taking part in the St Giles Hospice 
mud challenge to raise money for 
the hospice, which cared for her fa¬ 
ther during his final weeks. Peter 
Griffiths died at the age of 46 in 
June this year. 

Born in Birmingham, he worked 
as a gas engineer for Walsall Hous¬ 
ing Group and was first diagnosed 
with tonsil cancer in 2014, but 
recovered after radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy. However, he found 
out that the cancer had spread to 


his lungs in October 2015. Chloe, 
from Tam worth, said: “I saw how 
much difference St Giles Hospice 
made to my dad. He was so poorly 
in hospital but he improved so 
much in himself in the hospice that 
he could appreciate the time we 
had together. 

“Although it might sound 
strange, being there with him was 
a lovely experience. I knew I had 
to give something back and raise 
some money for the hospice. The 
room was absolutely stunning and 
had a garden which we used to sit 
in when we came to see him until 
he lost the use of his legs.” 


Chloe, who is due to qualify as 
a nurse at the end of the year, has 
set up a justgiving page to raise 
money for St Giles as part of the 
Mud Challenge and hopes to enlist 
some of her nursing friends to take 
part too.

Phone fines 
cash should 
help police: 
Jamieson 

INCREASED fines from motorists using 
mobile phones behind the wheel should 
be given to police forces, the West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Crime Commissioner 
has said. 

David Jamieson, who as minister for 
road safety a decade ago first introduced 
fines for the offence, says the money 
raised should be ploughed back into road 
safety projects. 

He has written to Transport Secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling over the issues after 
fines for motorists using mobile phones 
while driving were doubled to £200. He 
warned that the force’s attempts to en¬ 
force the law will be hindered by lack of 
funds and resources. 

He wrote: “I would ask that you work 
with your colleagues at the Home Office 
and Treasury to recognise that further 
cuts to our police force will cripple its 
capacity to enforce the Department for 
Transport’s commendable new meas¬ 
ures. 

“Furthermore, enforcement would be 
aided by the redirection of penalty fine 
proceeds to local police forces for the 
purpose of enforcement of road safety 
measures, in the same way that fines 
yielded from speed camera detections 
were between 2001 and 2010. These 
funds could be ring-fenced for road 
safety, so that offenders pay for enforce¬ 
ment instead of tax payers.” 

Under the stricter measures, newly 
qualified drivers, who have a ceiling of 
six points for their first two years on 
the road, could immediately lose their 
licence if they are caught. 

Emergency call 
as cable is cut 

EMERGENCY services were called to 
Walsall after an electrical cable was cut. 

West Midlands Police and a crew from 
Fallings Park Fire Station’s green watch 
attended the scene at Lichfield Road, 
New Invention on Sunday morning. 

The crew, who were called at 9.26am 
by the police, made the area safe before 
calling for a specialist engineer from 
Highways England to attend. 

They had left the scene by 10am. 

A spokeswoman for WMFS said: “We 
got the call at 9.26am from the police. 
The incident involved an electrical cable 
by a bridge which had been cut. 

“One crew from Fallings Park at¬ 
tended. 

“They cordoned the area off and called 
for an engineer from Highways England. 

“They left the scene at 9.53am.”

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Fire service 
braced for 
a flood of 
job replies 

SIXTY firefighters are being recruit¬ 
ed by West Midlands Fire Service 
with bosses braced for an avalanche 
of applications. 

More than 3,600 people applied 
for 50 posts when the service last re¬ 
cruited in January 2015. This time, 
the jobs will be given only to candi¬ 
dates living in the West Midlands area 
in a bid to boost the local economy. 

The jobs are largely replacements 
for firefighters who have retired or are 
coming up to retirement age. 

Tristan Dugdale-Pointin, quality 
and diversity adviser to West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service, said: “It is really 
good to be recruiting again. We are 
expecting many thousands of people 
to apply.” 

Applications for the 60 posts open 
on October 3. Candidates must be at 
least 17-and-a-half at the time they 
apply and will have two weeks to 
sign up. For the first time applicants 
should have at least GCSE grade C, 
or its equivalent, in maths and Eng¬ 
lish and live within the West Midlands 
Fire Service area. 

Service chiefs they want to reflect 
the local community as much as pos¬ 
sible and be actively encouraging ap¬ 
plications from female candidates and 
from members of the the black, Asian 
and ethnic minority communities. 

Practical tests for those successful 
at the online stage will be in early 
November with successful applicants 
going through for interview in Decem¬ 
ber.

Council staff 
down by fifth 

THE number of Walsall Council em¬ 
ployees has been cut by over a fifth 
since 2010 - with more staff expect¬ 
ing to be axed. Restructuring across 
departments is ongoing and the num¬ 
ber of senior and middle managers 
will further decrease, according to a 
report to the council. 

The figures in the public documents 
set to be discussed at an audit com¬ 
mittee meeting show the council em¬ 
ployed 3,726 staff in 2010. 

But now that number is 2,921. 

A report states: “There appears to 
be an apparent dissonance between 
the acknowledgement that service de¬ 
sign, delivery and scale have and will 
continue to change and the expecta¬ 
tion that somehow the council will 
maintain long standing approaches 
and service levels. 

“This will need ongoing attention 
both within the council and in order 
to ensure that the scale of the change 
is understood by the people of Wal¬ 
sall.” 

The issue of senior and middle 
managers leaving the authority is 
also raised in the papers, with it being 
admitted that their departures are 
forcing people to be put in charge of 
services that they have not previously 
been involved with.

WALSALL FC stars teamed up with 
a charity to talk to schoolchildren 
about how to report child abuse as 
part of a special campaign. 

The Saddlers’ goalkeeper Neil 
Etheridge and midfielder George Dob¬ 
son met Year 6 pupils at Lower Farm 
Primary School in Bloxwich to talk 
about the NSPCC’s Speak Out Stay 
Safe campaign. That looks to teach 
children between four to 11 about 
sexual, emotional and physical abuse. 

The charity wants to speak to an¬ 
other 1.5 million children around 
the UK before the end of the current 


school year. On-loan starlet George 
Dobson said: “Some children are 
not fortunate enough to be brought 
up being told about bullying or get 
set the wrong example at home. It’s 
great that the NSPCC are helping 
children to understand how to keep 
themselves safe.” 

And Neil Etheridge said: “It’s great 
to make children aware of how to keep 
themselves safe - we had nothing like 
this when I was at school. Childline 
is another great outlet for these kids 
who need an opinion or reassurance.” 

Lower Farm headteacher Sarah 


Milner said: “Our priorities as a 
school are to maintain effective safe¬ 
guarding procedures and ensure chil¬ 
dren have the knowledge to protect 
themselves in the world..” 

West Midlands Police statistics 
from 2014/15 showed there were 1,265 
child sex offences reported - more 
than three a day. Of those, 81 per cent 
involved girls.

Pupils missing school 
time following changes 


SCHOOLCHILDREN with special 
educational needs are missing out 
on vital school time due to route 
changes for a council-provided 
transport service, say parents. 

Pupils who travel to specialist dyslex¬ 
ic school Maple Hayes Hall in Lichfield 
were told one week prior to the start of 
the new year that instead of the council 
providing two services to collect the five 
children - three from Willenhall, another 
from Great Barr and one from Aldridge - 
only one would be provided. 

Aldridge father Ken Upton, whose daugh¬ 
ter Sophie, 12, attends Maple Hayes Hall said 
pupils have arrived frequently late to classes 
because of the move. She is the last pupil to be 
picked up on the new, longer route from her 
home on Westbrook Avenue. He said: “In the 
space of one week, there has been three sep¬ 
arate vehicles and three separate drivers all 
of whom have told the families that the route 
cannot be done within the time stipulated by 
the council.” 

While Jenny Fletcher, mum of Sophie, said: 
“All Walsall Council is doing is cost-cutting. 
They don’t care about the children, the emo¬ 
tions of the children. The journey needs split¬ 
ting in two. They blame the fog, they blame 
the fact that there is a new driver but every 
day they are late. The journey simply does not 
work. We told them it was physically impos¬ 
sible.” 

She added Sophie had felt especially uncom¬ 
fortable arriving to school on the first day of 
the new year late. 

Mrs Fletcher, of Birchtree Hollow, Willen¬ 
hall, explained how on one occasion a taxi 
driver took a detour onto the M6 to try to get 
the children back home as soon as possible and 
then got stuck in traffic. She added: “He was 
just trying to make the time up so the children 
didn’t arrive home late.” 

Mcauley Longmore, 11, is said to be strug¬ 
gling by mum Lisa Longmore because of the 
time he spends in the taxi, brought on by the 
long journeys to and from school. 

Mrs Longmore, of Seaforth Grove in Willen¬ 
hall, said: “By the time he’s had his shower and 
had tea he’s just shattered.” 

Andrea Potts, Walsall Council’s children’s 
services assistant director, said: “We under¬ 
stand the concerns of the children’s families 
and are undertaking an urgent review.”

Backbenchers 
fear by Winnick 

A BLACK Country MP has warned 
that proposed boundary changes 
could see independently-minded back¬ 
benchers vanish from the Commons.

WE were in Yorkshire this week to meet 
up with the extended family and pay trib¬ 
ute to a relative, Private Alvin Smith, who 
was killed in the Battle of the Somme 
exactly 100 years ago, aged just 20. The 
event was neither showy nor maudlin, just 
the laying of a posy and a photograph at 
the village war memorial.

The 
population is growing older and the num¬ 
ber of centenarians increases by hundreds 
every year. Believe it or not, there are more 
than 14,000 British people alive today 
who were alive in September 1916 when 
Private Smith was alive. Not so long ago, 
after all. 

OUR trip to Yorkshire caught one of 
those wonderful Indian summer weekends. 
The Dales shimmered in the heat and ca- 
nalside Skipton 
was as pretty 
as a little Venice 
and nowhere 
near as smelly. 
We stayed in 
a cottage by a 
swing-bridge 
on the Leeds 
& Liverpool ca¬ 
nal and sipped 
chilled wine in a grime-stained 
stone courtyard as the narrowboats bur¬ 
bled by. What is it about boats? The mo¬ 
ment people climb aboard they start wav¬ 
ing at other people.

But bring a boat into the 
equation and the waving begins. Cooeey!

Religious school told to improve 


A CHRISTIAN school in Walsall has 
been told it requires improvement by 
education bosses. 

In an inspection report, Ofsted said 
teachers at Emmanuel School, on 
Wolverhampton Road, ‘have not had 
sufficient training to improve their 
teaching and leadership skills or to 
establish a common understanding 
of what a good school looks like’. 

It added a number of children 


did not take pride in their work or 
turned up to school late. 

The religious school, which says 
on its website it ‘exists to bring glory 
to God’, teaches some 150 pupils be¬ 
tween the ages of three and 16. 

Its leadership, quality of teaching, 
welfare and early years provision 
were all given a requires improve¬ 
ment rating. The findings were re¬ 
leased following a visit in July by 


two inspectors. David Rzeznik and 
Elizabeth Martin-Ellis found pupil 
progress was not being tracked effec¬ 
tively, teachers were not challenging 
pupils enough, spelling, punctuation, 
handwriting and presentation skills 
in years one to six were not good 
enough and low-level disruption in 
classes was not being stopped. 

But they praised the school for its 
‘rigorous and effective’ safeguarding 


of the pupils and said they were ‘very 
well cared for’. 

Emmanuel school opened in 1996 
and moved to its current premises 
in September 2011. Despite being a 
Christian school they will admit pu¬ 
pils of a different faith or of no faith, 
providing their parents agree to the 
school’s Christian ethos and biblical 
teaching. The school was unavailable 
for comment. 


worker told to repay 
£l2k stolen for drugs

A BURNTWOOD woman whose 
£500-a-week cocaine habit spi¬ 
ralled so far out control that she 
stole almost £13,000 from two em¬ 
ployers has avoided a jail term - 
but will have to repay every penny. 

Emma Hasler stole from companies 
that had trusted her to look after their 
books as she lived her unsustainable 
and lavish party lifestyle at weekends. 

In desperation she took £8,834.40 from 
Rugeley-based Kribensis Leisure Contracts 
between January and May in 2015 and an¬ 
other £4,054.91 from Bromley Hays, based in 
Abbots Bromley, in September 2015. 

She had worked for Kribensis for three 
years before she starting taking funds but 
it only took weeks to do so during her time 
at Bromley Hays, taking £12,889.31 in total. 
Her theft from Kribensis was a ‘contribut¬ 
ing factor’ to its eventual collapse, Cannock 
Magistrates Court heard. And a victim impact 
statement from a project manager in the com¬ 
pany said they would never be able to fully 
trust anyone again.. 

Probation officer Dean Neville told mag¬ 
istrates that Hasler, aged 28, had told him 
she was ‘gutted, embarrassed and ashamed’ 
about her crimes and the impact on her fam¬ 
ily- 

He said Hasler, of Chase Road, had told 
him that she has used cocaine once since last 
Christmas - four weeks ago when she re¬ 
ceived her court summons. Hasler told him 
that her use of the class A drug and heavy 
drinking could be traced back to September 
2014 when she split up with her boyfriend. 

The court was told that from her £1,200 
monthly salary, £450 is spent on repaying 
debts of about £20,000. They have been 
racked up by spending in catalogues and tak¬ 
ing out loans. 

She was unrepresented in court but when 
asked whether she wanted to add anything to 
her case, she wept. Magistrates told Hasler 
she had committed a ‘high breach of trust’ 
and sentenced her to 12 months in prison, 
suspended for 12 months. She must also un¬ 
dertake a rehabilitation activity requirement 
of 20 days and complete 100 hours of unpaid 
work. 

She must also pay a £115 victim surcharge 
and £135 courts and therefore will need to 
pay back a total of £13,139.31. She will pay 
that back at a rate of £100 a month. Pay¬ 
ments will start within 14 days.

£9m rise in 
settlements 
paid out by 
health trust 

THE trust which runs Walsall Man¬ 
or Hospital paid out £15.2million to 
compensate for mistakes in the last fi¬ 
nancial year - up more than £9million 
on the year before. 

The payments made by Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust in 2015/16 in¬ 
clude damages as well as legal costs. 
The year before it paid out £6.1m. 
Bosses put the sharp rise down to 
‘four large settlements’. 

Medical director Mr Amir Khan 
said: “We always aim to provide a 
first class service to our patients. On 
rare occasions, the care is found to 
be unacceptable and not of our usual 
high standard. This allows us to learn 
lessons to make significant improve¬ 
ments where needed.” 

The figures have been published by 
the NHS Litigation Authority, which 
manages negligence claims against 
the NHS in England. 

Out of £15.2m paid out last year, 
£3.9m went toward claimant legal 
costs. The trust spent £910,350 on de¬ 
fence costs. It left £10.5m for compen¬ 
sation paid out to patients, relatives 
or staff. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust, which runs Sandwell 
Hospital, spent £14.4million in costs 
and damages in 2015/16, rising by 
£9.5m from 2014/15. 

The Royal Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust, which runs New Cross Hospi¬ 
tal, saw a reduction of around £5.5m 
on 2015/16, and the Dudley Group 
of Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall Hospital saw 
a decrease of nearly £2.5m.

TWO women were taken to hospi¬ 
tal after being involved in separate 
crashes on the M6 near Walsall in the 
space of 30 minutes. 

The first incident, which happened 
just before 10.28am last Thursday, 
saw a 4x4 vehicle collide with an HGV 
lorry on the M6 southbound between 
J9 and J10. 

A woman in her 50s was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital with minor 
pain. She was treated by an off-duty 
paramedic. West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice were also in attendance. 

A spokesperson said: “We received 
a call at 10.36am from Highways 
England. Two crews from Walsall at¬ 
tended the incident. It involved a road 
traffic collision with a heavy goods ve¬ 
hicle and a private motor vehicle. 

“No-one was trapped but one 
casualty from the car was assessed by 
the ambulance service and taken to 
hospital.” 

Less than half an hour later, an¬ 
other woman, aged 58, was was also 
taken to Walsall Manor Hospital after 
her car had collided with a delivery 
van on the same junction as it merged 
onto the Black Country Route. The 
fire service removed the roof of the 
car to rescue the trapped woman. The 
incident happened just before 11am.

MORE than 3,400 rapes or serious 
sexual assaults were committed in the 
West Midlands last year, prompting a 
new support scheme for victims. 

The figure equates to nine crimes a 
day - so far this year there have been 
a further 2,624 sexual violence cases. 

Public and voluntary organisations 
under the banner of the West Mid¬ 
lands Preventing Violence Against 
Vulnerable People Governance Board 
have worked together to produce a 
new set of standards to protect and 
support of victims. 

West Midlands Police & Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson said: 
“These crimes have a devastating ef¬ 
fect on victims, who deserve the up- 
most support and understanding. 

“More people are coming forward 
to report such horrific offences and 
I believe that is a sign of improved 
confidence in the police and support 
services on offer. 

“However, there is always more 
to be done and ways to improve and 
these standards are part of that drive 
to be better.” 

The standards detail what services 
should be delivered and how. They 
also set out the minimum level of 
support and understanding a victim 
should expect from whichever agency 
they turn to. 

The standards include projects with 
young people in schools and youth 
groups to learn about healthy rela¬ 
tionships, respect and equality. They 
also send out a clear message that it 
is always the perpetrator who is to 
blame and never the victim.

Leader makes pledge 
to press for rail link 


A LONG-awaited passenger rail 
link between Wolverhampton and 
Walsall is achievable according to 
a council leader. Walsall Council’s 
Sean Coughlan says he will make it 
his task to get the line reopened. 

His comments come as the Black Coun¬ 
try Local Enterprise Partnership outlined 
plans to apply for £29 million of funding 
for the scheme over the next five years. 

The rail link was revived in 1998, but with¬ 
drawn in 2008. 

It is now used only for freight, which means 
passengers wanting to travel between the two 
places have to go via Birmingham New Street. 

But there are plans to reopen the line with 
two new stations at James Bridge in Darlaston 
and Willenhall. Land has also been acquired for 
a station at Willenhall, off Rose Hill. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “I believe it is a 
realistic proposal. It is something that as leader 
of the council I will pursue.” 

He added: “The link was withdrawn a few 
years ago, but with new stations along the line 
including in Willenhall, I believe it would have 
the passenger demand to warrant it. 

Important 

“We have been told that Walsall will get a di¬ 
rect line to London. I think it is important peo¬ 
ple from Willenhall can also have a link to this. 

“Not only would it assist the economy and 
regeneration of our area but it would also be 
good for residents who want to avoid the roads 
and use the railway.” 

Funding applied for by the Black Country 
LEP would come in stages over the next five 
years, starting with £250,000 this financial 
year. While the LEP will ask for the funding, 
it would be officers in Black Country councils 
who would carry out the work, starting with 
drawing up designs for the two new stations. 

A location has not yet been chosen for a sta¬ 
tion in James Bridge. Councillor Coughlan is 
also pushing for Metro extensions to Willen¬ 
hall. 

A West Midlands Combined Authority 
spokesman said: “Walsall Council is leading 
on a study into rail services between Walsall 
and Wolverhampton which will identify overall 
investment requirement for a regular interval 
rail service. 

“This may in the future influence the invest¬ 
ment strategy for local enterprise partnership 
and West Midlands Combined Authority.”

SO many towns, parks and pubs in 
the Black Country are celebrating 
floral success, the region should 
perhaps be renamed the Blooming 
Country. 

No less than a dozen places star in this 
year’s Heart of England in Bloom com¬ 
petition. 

Towns and pubs in Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire also picked up gongs at the 
event hosted by Walsall Council. 

There were a total of 220 delegates from vil¬ 
lages, towns and urban communities attend¬ 
ing the presentation in the Church Rooms of 
the Parish Church of Aldridge. 

Also there were 43 entrants in the hotel and 
pub grounds category and 18 from parks, cem¬ 
eteries and crematoriums. 

Effort 

Chairman of Heart of England in Bloom, 
Roger Bache stated “Entrants give a lot of 
time and effort to make where they live and 
work a nicer, safer place to be and are very 
proud when they receive their prestigious 
awards.” 

Heart of England in Bloom is the regional 
element of the Britain in Bloom Campaign 
organised by the Royal Horticultural Society, 
RHS, which encourages communities to work 
together to improve and enhance their local 
environment. 

For the second time Halesowen was among 
the gold award winners. 

Eve O’Conner, chairman of Halesowen in 
Bloom, hailed the help of community volun¬ 
teers in Halesowen’s bid to securing the top 
prize. She said: “Everybody put a lot of hard 
work into getting the award, and a lot of vol¬ 


unteers contributed to getting the gold by 
doing all sorts of jobs throughout Halesowen 
to ensure we achieved the mark. 

“Volunteers constructed a 20ft narrow boat, 
which will now reside in the town for a num¬ 
ber of years for people to enjoy. It was a bloom¬ 
ing show stopper for us. 

“It was a community competition, everyone 
worked together and it was like glue, bringing 
everybody together.” 

Meanwhile it was double success for Staf¬ 
ford in the parks category. Victoria Park 


claimed a silver while Stonefield Park earned 
a silver-gilt. 

Borough councillor Mike Smith, cabinet 
member for leisure, said: “This is a fantastic 
achievement. A tremendous amount of hard 
work is put in to ensure our parks rank among 
the very best in the country.” 

Among the other winners in the villages, 
towns, urban communities and cities catego¬ 
ries was Aldridge which was named winners 
in its respective categories. 

Gold winners included Bridgnorth, Brown- 


hills, Halesowen and Stone. Silver-gilt hon¬ 
ours went to Lichfield, Bloxwich, Colwich & 
Little Haywood, Darlaston, Great Haywood 
and Willenhall. Amblecote and Wednesfield 
both took home silver awards. 

In the parks, cemeteries and crematoriums 
categories, Bridgnorth Cemetery and Castle 
Grounds also in Bridgnorth both earned a 
gold, alongside the success seen in Stafford. 

There was a long list of winners in the hotel 
and pub grounds category. 

Golds went to Lime Contemporary Indian 
Cuisine in Sedgley, Hogarths Stone Manor in 
Kidderminster, The Billiard Hall in West Bro¬ 
mwich, The Bloxwich Showman, The Britan¬ 
nia, Rowley Regis, The Clifton in Sedgley, The 
Lamp Restaurant & Bar in Wednesbury, The 
Moon Under Water, in Wolverhampton and 
Bridgnorth’s The Old Castle Inn. 

The Red Lion in Little Haywood and The 
Royal Tiger in Wednesfield celebrated sil¬ 
ver-gilts, while The George Hotel in Bewdley 
was awarded a silver. 

Proud 

Following the Heart of England in Bloom 
competition, overall winners in each category 
go through to the national finals, also held by 
the Royal Horticultural Society. 

Other category winners were Biddulph in 
Staffordshire which won in the large town 
group. Birmingham City Council won in the 
large city band. Newcastle-under-Lyme won in 
the small city band. Studley in Warwickshire 
won in the small town group, Uttoxeter won in 
the town category. 

Upton-upon-Severn in Worcestershire 
picked up gold in the large village category. 

It has also been a proud month for garden¬ 
ers, allotment keepers, and green fingered 
residents as hundreds had their work recog¬ 
nised at another awards ceremony - the Heart 
of England In Bloom and Royal Horticultural 
Society’s It’s Your Neighbourhood Awards 
held in Ludlow. 

Groups in Albrighton, Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford bagged recognition among the 142 groups 
and projects across the Midlands.

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Shock of appalling primary schools' results 


READING the article in the Chronicle 
on Ofsted’s figures for Walsall primary 
schools, I was shocked by the appalling 
results. Only 46 per cent of the girls 
and 42 per cent of the boys reach the 
Ofsted standards for reading, writing 
and basic maths. 

We, the electorate, and those we 
elect, should be thoroughly ashamed 
of these figures. In commerce and 
manufacturing, with such results, we 
would be out of business. All of us, 
the older generation and parents are 
shirking our responsibilities. What will 
be the use of moving these youngsters 


through to middle school and so-called 
higher education, when more than half 
will have difficulties to begin to have 
any understanding, lacking the basic 
communication skills.

Then with Walsall’s rep¬ 
utation, it makes a problem trying to 
encourage new teaching staff, or those 
with the capability needed to even 
apply for a job here. 

The situation is so badly in need of a 
new mindset. There is a requirement 
for these in the political set-up, to real¬ 
ise present party policies have not and 
do not work. Everyone should be work¬ 
ing, not for the next election results, 
but as a team to begin to find solutions 
to Walsall Borough’s problems.

Jail for caught out thief 


A PROLIFIC thief caught 
red-handed trying to sell sto¬ 
len property has been locked 
up for 20 months. 

Lee Bastable, of Frederick Court, 
Highgate Road, Walsall, pleaded guilty 
to handling stolen property and at¬ 
tempted burglary. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told he offered an Xbox for sale to staff 
at a store in the Merry Hill Shopping 


Centre on March 21. When the item’s 
serial number was checked it was 
found to have been stolen during a 
break in at a house three days earlier 
and police were called, said Mr How¬ 
ard Searle, prosecuting. 

The 33-year-old defendant was ar¬ 
rested and a search of his home un¬ 
earthed electrical equipment taken 
during another burglary. 

In addition, Bastable was later iden¬ 
tified through CCTV footage taken at 


a store in Blackheath on February 16 
where he unsuccessfully tried to sell 
a laptop and camera that had been 
taken in a burglary that same day.

A MOVING tale about an elephant that saves a young girl 
from a tsunami will be spectacularly brought to life at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Grand Theatre next year.

Action call 
on scourge

On Wednesday evening 
one man was shamed on so¬ 
cial media after he was pho¬ 
tographed lying down on the 
grass at the site, with a can 
of cider next to his motion¬ 
less body. 

National Express driver 
Liz Couston said: “It is dis¬ 
gusting, absolutely revolt¬ 
ing. Ambulances are here 
two or three times a day

tending to people who are 
drunk and are passed out 
on the floor. It is a hell hole. 

“People don’t like get¬ 
ting on or off the bus here 
because of the spitting, 
swearing, the abuse. It is a 
horrible environment. They 
are being sick and just uri¬ 
nating where they stand.” 

She added: “It has been 
going on for the last six 
weeks. I don’t know if they 
have been moved on from 
somewhere else. 

“There are at least 10 
throughout the day on a 
typical day but on a bank 
holiday it is like Shaun of 
Dead around here. 

“It should not be al¬ 
lowed at the memorial of all 
places. Something needs to 
be done.”

'Frenzied' protesters hit 
out at council on graves

FURIOUS protesters are 
to launch a legal challenge 
against Walsall Council af¬ 
ter they were told to remove 
flowers and edgings from 
loved one’s graves. 

Walsall Council issued residents 
with a notice last month telling 
them to remove the objects by 
October as they could not cut the 
grass at Streetly Crematorium 
and Cemetery. 

The notices were originally halted 
along with enforcement action after a 
petition was launched, with the coun¬ 
cil saying they would discuss the issue 
next time they met. 

But after a meeting last Monday 
night the whole chamber decided that 
council regulation will stay and the 
graves must be cleared up. 

Tens of protesters turned up on 
the night to put their case forward 
to councillors as tensions threatened 
to boil over, with the Labour leader 
Councillor Sean Coughlan saying some 
of his councillors left ‘in tears’. 

Younger 

But with a final decision by the 
council now made, protesters have 
said they will press forward with 
legal action. Father-of-three Mehboob 
Matloob, aged 45, has been leading 
the fight to protect the graves in the 
cemetery where his younger brother 
is buried. 

He said: “They should have deferred 
this matter, come round the table, look 
at the evidence and come together. In¬ 
stead they rejected the matter. 

“We had two rooms full of people. 
Our barrister was there who made our 
speech. They rejected our requests and 
will carry on with the enforcement. We 
had a demonstration and feelings were 
running very high. The police had to 
step in and get people out of the way. 


Tensions in the community are run¬ 
ning very high at the moment. 

“I’m going to stand up as a voice 
for the community. We feel that we 
are being treated unlawfully and are 
going to continue with this case. If 
you choose not to go down the route of 
talking to find a resolution we will go 
down the route of taking legal action. 

“That is the way forward. I am 
waiting for confirmation back from 
the barrister then we will be able to 


release some more details.” The leader 
of Walsall Council Sean Coughlan said: 
“There was some really disappointed 
people in the public gallery but to be 
honest it turned into a frenzied riot at 
the end. 

“Muslim councillors from my side 
were shouted at and followed. It was 
not a pleasant sight. 

“At least two female councillors had 
to go through a young baying crowd 
and left the town in tears.”

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Jail on hold for 
man with 1,300 

indecent images 


A MAN who had more than 1,300 
indecent images of children and 
more than 290 videos was given 
a suspended prison sentence 
after being told by a judge his 
behaviour ‘creates demand’ for 
child pornography. 

David Botley, of The Pinnacle, Gom- 
er Street, Willenhall, had 1,235 class C 
images, 49 class B images and 12 of the 
most serious class A images stored on 
a computer confiscated by police. 

He admitted possessing the images at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court and was 
given a 12-month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. He also had 67 cat¬ 
egory A videos, 59 category B videos and 
167 category C videos. Botley, 64, had at¬ 
tempted to wipe the images from his com¬ 
puter, a court heard, but officers managed 
to uncover them, alongside software which 


enabled him to download videos and search 
terms. Prosecuting, Mr Edward Soulsby 
said: “He had initially told police he only 
watched regular adult pornography but 
when police told him about the images they 
had found he responded ‘no comment’. 

“He has been looking at this material 
for a couple of years now, hence the large 
number of images police found despite his 
attempts to clear his history.” 

Defence solicitor Oliver Woolhouse said: 
“He had attempted to not just clear his his¬ 
tory but also get rid of the pictures so he 
could no longer see them.” 

Judge Stephen Ward ordered that Botley 
carry out 150 hours unpaid work, attend 
a sex offenders rehabilitation course, sign 
on the sex offenders register for 10 years 
and comply with a sexual harm prevention 
order, which allows police to check his com¬ 
puter history, for 10 years. He said: “You 
downloading these images creates a demand 
that means they continue to be made.”

Officers 
seized gun 
as deal was 
under way 

TWO people have been jailed for more than 
eight years after a shotgun was seized in the 
Black Country. 

Firearms officers recovered the shortened shotgun 
and ammunition after acting on intelligence to mon¬ 
itor a gun deal on a car park in Waverley Avenue, 
Great Barr, on March 9 last year. 

Ben Wellings was seen 
parking up near Paul¬ 
ine Ali’s BMW just before 
11am and pass a black bag 
- containing the shotgun - 
through an open window. 

Ali drove off but was 
stopped soon after by of¬ 
ficers in Shady Lane, 

Great Barr, who seized the 
short-barrelled gun - simi¬ 
lar to a sawn-off shotgun - 
and cartridge from the car 
seat. 

Wellings was followed by 
officers and arrested at a 
petrol station forecourt in 
nearby Kingstanding Road. 

Wellings, aged 30, of Bird- 
brook Road, Great Barr, 
pleaded guilty to possessing 
and supplying a firearm and 
was jailed for six years at 
Birmingham Crown Court 
on Monday, September 19. 

Ali, 37, of Windsor Road, 

Castle Bromwich, admitted 
possessing a firearm and 
was sentenced to two-and-a- 
half years behind bars. 

The pair were snared as 
part of a police crackdown 
on weapons. West Midlands 
Police has vowed to take ac¬ 
tion against illegal firearms 
and continue to pursue 
court action. 

Detective Inspector Dar¬ 
ren Crutchley, of the West 
Midlands Regional Organ¬ 
ised Crime Unit, said: “This

Brave children stars of 
hospital funds appeal

ELEVEN courageous young¬ 
sters star in a new pho¬ 
tography exhibition helping 
Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital’s raise funds to build the 
UK’s first Rare Diseases Cen¬ 
tre for children. 

The ‘Stars of Steelhouse Lane’ 
exhibition features hospital pa¬ 
tients including 15-year-old Jor¬ 
dan Haywood, from Perton, eight- 
year-old Skye Gardner, of Wednes- 
bury and Matilda Hatton, seven, 
who lives in Great Wyrley. 

Their pictures will be showcased 
in the heart of Birmingham, Victoria 
Square, until tomorrow (Friday). 

Jordan has Klinefelter Syndrome, 
which means he was born with an extra 
X chromosome. While Klinefelter’s is 
fairly common, Jordan actually has 
four extra X chromosomes, making his 
diagnosis extremely rare. 

Operations 

The brave youngster was also born 
with three holes in his heart, and 
struggles with a speech and language 
disorder, poor muscle tone, a sensory 
processing disorder, asthma, learning 
difficulties, anxiety, gastrointestinal 
problems, as well as a poorly function¬ 
ing right kidney. 

He’s had many operations and has 
been in and out of hospital for all of his 
life. His mother Caroline said: “We’ve 
fought for Jordan from day one and 
we’ll keep on fighting, but the future’s 
scary, we don’t know what it holds.” 

Skye has Williams Syndrome, a rare 
genetic disorder that affects many 
parts of the body and is character¬ 
ised by mild to moderate learning diffi¬ 
culties, heart and kidney problems and 
developmental delays. Her condition is 
so rare, she wasn’t diagnosed until the 
age of three and she’s never met any¬ 
one else with the same condition. 


Her mum Laura said: “There’s still 
very little information about Williams 
Syndrome and there are a lot of un¬ 
knowns. It’s just a case of making the 
most of every single day.” 

Matilda is one of only a handful of 
children in the world to have the ex¬ 
tremely rare genetic disorder Sensen- 
brenner Syndrome, a multi-system 
disease that affects many parts of her 
body. It took three years for Matilda’s 
condition to be diagnosed. 

She has craniofacial problems, 
shorter limbs and rib cage and grows 


at a slower rate than other children. 
She also has kidney and liver problems 
as well as an enlarged heart valve. 

Dad Les said: “I’d give anything to 
be able to tell my gorgeous little girl 
it’s all going to be okay, but I don’t 
know if it’s true - nobody has the an¬ 
swers.” 

The fundraising target for the Rare 
Diseases Centre is £3.65 million. So 
far, just over £1.5m has been raised.

Big drop in the use of 
council’s ’spy’ tactics

DEER were spotted wondering in 
the middle and across a busy round¬ 
about. 

Steven Kendrick, from Walsall, 
spotted them in Burntwood on the 
way back from a bike ride with his 
family. 

At least eight red deer were seen 
walking across the road along the 
A5190 near to the Fed Ex depot on 
Burntwood Business Park. 

Mr Kendrick captured a photo of 
the animals on his iPhone. 

Before the estate had been con¬ 
verted from green land, he says 
they would have passed through 


regularly. He said: “We were on 
our way back from a bike ride near 
Burntwood when we came across a 
load of red deer. 

“It was such a shame to see as a 
big housing estate has been built on 
green land where they used to pass 
through and graze. 

“Cars passing by did slow down 
and folk were taking photos. Al¬ 
though it was a shame to see them 
lost it was a lovely sight.” 

The spot comes after a project to 
safeguard deer on Cannock Chase 
was delayed after thieves ripped up 
posts set to hold reflective signs. 


THE number of times Walsall 
Council has legally ‘spied’ on 
residents has decreased over re¬ 
cent years, figures show. 

Local authorities across the UK are 
able use to the Regulation of Investi¬ 
gatory Powers Act (RIPA) to under¬ 
take intrusive and directed surveil¬ 
lance, such as filming and monitoring 
people in public places. 

But statistics shown to councillors this 
week show it was usedonly three times be¬ 
tween April 2015 and March this year - all 
for trading standards matters. That was 
down by 96 per cent from being used 67 
times between April 2011 and March 2012. 

During that time, the council used RIPA 
to investigate 16 matters relating to hous¬ 
ing benefit or council tax benefit fraud and 
31 for anti-social behaviour enforcement. It 
also undertook 19 investigations into trad¬ 
ing standards matters. 

Compliant 

An assessment of the council’s use of 
RIPA, discussed by Walsall Council’s audit 
committee on Monday, found it is ‘fully 
compliant and accurately records the de¬ 
tails in the underlying forms’ and that a 
‘good’ training programme is maintained. 

When the council is investigating people 
on Facebook, typically to investigate the 
sale of illicit goods, the authority sends out 
an official letter ‘warning the seller to de¬ 
sist’. All messages are sent from attributa¬ 
ble council computers. 

The report, delivered by the Office of 
Surveillance Commissioners (OSC) and 
written by its deputy assistant surveillance 
commissioner, Sir David Clarke, found it 
was confident Walsall council ‘does not take 
part in or permit unauthorised covert sur¬ 
veillance by CCTV’. Sir David states: “This 
is a fast-changing world in which technol¬ 
ogy has in some respects outstripped the 
applicable legislation, but the legislation is 
still there to be compiled with.”

IT lies like a thick, purple car¬ 
pet - or perhaps a colourful 
patchwork quilt - but these 
beautiful images in fact show 
purple heather on Cannock 
Chase. 

The photos were taken by Ryan 
Kearney, who captured the plant 
in all its glory by using a drone. 

The pictures highlight some of the 
natural beauty that visitors can take in 
at Cannock Chase - Britain’s smallest 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty - 
along with its miles of rolling hills and 


unspoilt forest tracks. Heather, or Cal- 
luna vulgaris, is the sole species in the 
genus Calluna in the family Ericaceae. 

It is a low-growing perennial shrub, 
and grows around eight to 20in tall. 

It is found widely in Europe on 
acidic soils in open sunny situations 
and in moderate shade. 

Heather is the dominant plant in 
most heathland and moorland in Eu¬ 
rope, and in some bog vegetation and 
acidic pine and oak woodland. 

And for those looking to create the 
masterpiece at home, heather is rela¬ 
tively easy to maintain providing you 
keep it in the right compost.

CAN you help a long-serving scout 
member find out more about the 
group in this picture? 

Mary Mayo, secretary of the Wal¬ 
sall North Scouts group, has dug up 
the photograph, which she believes to 
have been taken at Beaudesert Park in 
Cannock Chase in the early 1940s and 
is curious to find out more. 

Mrs Mayo, who lived at and ran the 
park with her husband from 1995 to 
2007, recently found the picture out 
of an old collection of objects relating 
to Beaudesert when asked for help 
by a friend who is compiling infor¬ 
mation about standards. She picked 


it up expecting to see the Beaudesert 
standard but was shocked to find that 
wasn’t the case and she is now looking 
for help to discover which scout group 
were photographed. 

She said: “I am hoping that some¬ 
one will see this photograph and notice 
perhaps a grandparent or a parent and 
point me in the right direction as to 
discovering who was photographed. 

“I joined the scouts in 1953 and 
I can see that the uniforms they are 
wearing pre-date that era. The park 
didn’t open until 1938 so I am assum¬ 
ing it was taken at some point in the 
early 1940s. It is a fascinating picture 


and one that actually has quite a lot of 
detail to the faces, so I hope that some¬ 
one can help me out.” 

Beaudesert Park is set in 125 acres 
of land on Cannock Chase. Today 
it is also used for day trips and resi¬ 
dential visits, with activities relating 
to the curriculum at each stage. It is 
run and managed by the Beaudesert 
Trust, which was founded to manage 
the land, which is still used by scouts, 
guides and other youth organisations.

Crowds line city streets 
to see the new bishop

HUNDREDS of people lined 
the streets at the weekend to 
welcome in the new Bishop 
of Lichfield. 

The Right Reverend Dr Michael 
Ipgrave OBE officially took up the 
role on Saturday. 

He will head up the Diocese of Li¬ 
chfield, which has churches in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Sandwell, 
Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

Bishop Michael arrived at Lichfield 
Cathedral on foot after completing the 
final stretch of his 40-mile pilgrimage 
from Stoke-on-Trent. 

He officially took up his new post 
at a morning service where he went 
through the enthronement, as repre¬ 
sentatives from all over his Diocese 
turned up to welcome him. 

Afterwards he took to the streets of 
Lichfield where he sang hymns and 
read prayers as part of a procession 
through the city centre. 

Procession 

People lined the streets and came 
out of shops and restaurants to catch 
a glimpse. At one stage the procession 
gave a huge round of applause for a 
just-married couple they passed on the 
way back to the cathedral. 

After the procession Bishop Michael 
led another service before he was fi¬ 
nally allowed a much deserved rest. 

He said: “I enjoyed the day very 
much, I found it tremendously encour¬ 
aging. I felt a real sense of welcome 
and I also felt that there was a real 
sense of working together and heading 
into the future together. 

“My feet are itching to get started, 
I just want to get round the Diocese 
and meet more and more people and 
connect with them and help them con¬ 


nect with one another. I hope that as 
a church we can be a hopeful commu¬ 
nity, that we can be a serving commu¬ 
nity and that we can be a community 
that cares for one another. I do think 
our task is to take our faith out onto 
the streets. Of course we belong in our 
churches but we also belong out there 
in the communities.” 

Bishop Michael described Lichfield 
as a ‘wonderful place to be, absolutely 
beautiful. A real gem in the heart of 
the Midlands’. 


The Dean of Lichfield, the Very 
Reverend Adrian Dorber, said: “The 
parade was what we had hoped for, 
that we would be able to show the 
bishop off to his city, the city that gives 
him his title, and we wanted to make 
a big celebration. I was thrilled with 
the morning service. We have been 
months preparing, and everything 
went to plan. We have been waiting 
quite a long time to get a new bishop 
and we are delighted that we have got 
such a person in Michael Ipgrave.”

World premiere of 
The Tempest ballet

AA NEW ballet choreo¬ 
graphed by David Bintley 
and inspired by William 
Shakespeare is to have its 
world premiere at Birming¬ 
ham Hippodrome on Satur¬ 
day. 

Full-length ballet The Tempest is a 
major work to conclude Birmingham 
Royal Ballet’s 2016 Shakespeare sea¬ 
son. BRB artistic director Bintley is 
promising a breath-taking production 
full of dazzling dance, theatrical wiz¬ 
ardry and stunning designs by War 
Horse’s Rae Smith. 

It will be set to a new score by ac¬ 
claimed British composer Sally Beam¬ 
ish and lit by Bruno Poet, whose 
previous credits include Miss Saigon. 

Yorkshire-born Bintley is an hon¬ 
orary Brummie. He has been offered 
other major jobs but has stayed in 
Birmingham for 21 years, since the 
company relocated from London in a 
remarkable cultural coup for the sec¬ 
ond city. An avid Villa fan, he loves 
the city and loves how embedded the 
Birmingham Royal Ballet is in the cul¬ 
tural landscape. 

A former dancer who graduated to 
become artistic director, and who re¬ 
ceived a CBE for his services to dance 
in the Queen’s 2001 Honours, he has 
been working hard on his latest pro¬ 
ject to make a memorable conclusion 
to a season that marked the 400th 
anniversary of the death of Britain’s 
greatest writer. 

“I’ve been thinking about doing 
The Tempest for more than 30 
years,” he said. “I was really waiting 
for the right composer to come along. 
Four years ago I heard the music of 
Sally Beamish and that was it. Within 


a week we were in touch.” 

Bintley conjures Prospero’s mag¬ 
ical isle, from what was probably 
Shakespeare’s final work before his 
death, in a spellbinding new work. 

The Tempest is the story of a man 


determined to right past wrongs by 
all means in his power. It intertwines 
themes of love, loyalty and loss, punc¬ 
tuated by a comedy, magic, more 
than one conspiracy and a spectacu¬ 
lar masque featuring gods and spirits. 



Lucy has 
confidence 

WHEN Lucy O’Byrne was growing up in Ireland, she was 
nicknamed Maria. She came from a performing family that 
was steeped in musical theatre and singing was a part of her 
background. Family friends likened the O’Byrne family to the 
Von Trapps - the famous family from The Sound of Music. 

And having landed the role of Maria, Lucy is thrilled to be 
taking part in the touring production that comes to Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre from Tuesday to Saturday. 

“It’s hard work, it’s very hard work, but it’s such a wonder¬ 
ful thing to be a part of,” said Lucy. “My parents both worked 
in musical theatre and it was something that we always did 
as a family, as we were growing up. Actually, we were nick¬ 
named the Von Trapps by our family friends long, long before 
this was on the horizon.” 

Lucy initially moved from Ireland to the UK to pursue her 
musical theatre career. She had started training classically 
when The Voice made her a household name. 

“My career took a turn that I wasn’t expecting with The 
Voice. A lot of people will know me from that,” said Lucy. 
“But the music for The Sound of Music needs no introduc¬ 
tion. It’s Rodgers and Hammerstein and they are songs that 
everybody knows. They are beautiful and I am so lucky that 
I get to sing them every night.”

Y es, that’s Sergei Prokofiev’s 
haunting Dance of the Knight 
(aka Montagues and Capulets) 
you can hear coming out of your TV 
speakers. 

So unless Sunderland AFC are 
making their way onto the pitch (the 
theme is also used on matchdays at 
the Stadium of Light), then The 
Apprentice is back. 

We all know the score by now - a 
new batch of sycophants desperate to 
impress us with their business 
acumen and rezoomays descend on 
the capital, all armed with their 
wheelie suitcases and soundbites. 

Then Lord Sugar steps down from 
his private jet, into the back of the 
Roller and off to the boardroom to 
regale everyone with tales of how he 
began his own business, loaded the 
lorries, designed the product and 
stood on the production line, and now 
he’s a peer with a private plane. 

Tonight Sugar begins his latest 
search for a chip-off-the-old-block 
rough diamond to polish. 

The winners of The Apprentice

Turkish delight as my birthday 
girl tucked in to this lovely fare 


HAVING never been to Turkey the 
chance to sample some of the 
nation’s dishes from the comfort 
of a restaurant nearby appealed 
to us as a family - so we thought 
we’d give Istanbul a visit. 

The trip also coincided with my 
daughter, Annabelle’s, second birth¬ 
day and, luckily, as there are very few 
dishes, foods and flavours she doesn’t 
like, we thought it would be nice for 
her to try something a bit different. 

It was a Sunday afternoon, 5pm to be 
exact, so we thought we might have the run 
of the place to ourselves and, although we 
were the second family in, it was soon filling 
up. The decor at the Istanbul Restaurant 
in High Street, Rowley Regis was very wel¬ 
coming, with the open plan-style seating.

The atmosphere always seems better when 
there’s an open kitchen too. The smell of 
cooking drifting throughout the restaurant 
was enough to get the tastebuds going but 
the fact we were already hungry meant we 
were soon ready to order. 

Pictures hung from each wall depicting 
Turkish scenes and the music gently play¬ 
ing through the speakers was also local to 
the country, which gave the whole place an 
authentic feeling. 

But not too over the top, the kind of place 
you could relax in a pair of jeans with fam¬ 
ily and friends over a few drinks while also 
feeling just as at home dressing up a bit. 

The clientele is bound to be different on 
Friday and Saturday night but as a family, 
with a young daughter, we were made to 
feel very welcome. 


With a Turkish beer, Efes, and a Turkish 
red wine ordered we chose our starters. 

All the sharing platters looked very ap¬ 
pealing, including the mix cold meze plat¬ 
ter for two or more, with hummus, tarama, 
cacik, pancar salata, saksuka and sarma. 

We opted for two very different starters, 
with my wife, Kelly, going for one of her fa¬ 
vourites, cacik or tzatziki, which really is 
simplicity itself and always tastes good. 

Challenge 

The mixture of homemade yoghurt, cu¬ 
cumber, dry mint, dill, garlic and olive oil 
tasted really delicious. My choice was the 
mitite kofte, minced meat balls cooked in 
wine with tomato sauce. It was delicious 
and it all came with a bowl of flat breads to 
share. When it was time to order the mains, 
selecting a single meal each was even more 
of a challenge. But a decision had to be 


made and in the end we went for kaburga, 
lamb ribs marinated with herbs, and kleft¬ 
iko, a lamb shank mixed with peppers, baby 
carrots and baby potatoes, all cooked in a 
clay oven. 

The children’s menu also contained six 
dishes and we decided to try the chicken 
shish for my daughter, which came with 
salad and chips. Kelly really enjoyed her 
meal too and I can vouch for the flavour as 
I managed to steal a few mouthfuls. 

The entire lamb shank just fell off the 
bone. Mine was a little dry for my liking - 
not a criticism because it came exactly as 
you would expect - but I asked for a side 
order of yoghurt just to add a bit more mois¬ 
ture. 

We both had one more drink each, an¬ 
other beer and a Cosmopolitan cocktail, so 
when the bill came to just over £47 for the 
lot, we were even more impressed.

Hard graft key as Pulis 
reaches grand milestone 


‘OUT of all the family, I was the lucky one, 
I was the one that got out, so I don’t regret 
anything and I don’t want for anything.’ 

Last Saturday was a landmark one for Albion head 
coach Tony Pulis as he marked his 1,000th game in 
management after 24 years at the coalface. 

And although he’s divided opinion among supporters for 
the majority of that time, he’s also climbed up the divisions 
to become one of the most recognisable characters in Brit¬ 
ish football. 

It’s been a long journey from humble beginnings in Pill- 
gwenlly, South Wales. 

“There were eight of us living in a three-bedroom ter¬ 
raced house, and if mum ran out of milk she would go next 
door and the neighbour would give her a bottle of milk,” 
he reminisced. 

“That would happen through the street, through the 
area, everybody helped everybody. 

“I remember the miners’ strike in the early 70s, no¬ 
body could get coal, or this or that, and people went round 
houses. If people were short, people would look after them.” 

That community spirit has stuck with Pulis ever since, 
and it shines through in his football ethos. 

The 58-year-old has witnessed many changes in the game 
over the past quarter of a century, but there are some con¬ 
stants, like teamwork and hard graft. 

Reputation 

“I have always instilled - which is so important to me as 
a manager of people - the DNA get on together,” he said. 
“Everyone was prepared to work together, and everyone 
either won or lost together.” 

The former Stoke boss is well aware of his reputation, 
and the lazy pundits who label his tactics ‘anti-football’. 

Modern Premier League football is a pantomime, with 
heroes and villains, and it’s all too easy to cast Pulis as the 
latter because of his ‘agricultural’ approach. 

But if it was that simple then surely the coach who’s 
never been relegated would have been found out by now. 

“People say about me and my style of play,” he says. “I 
tell you what I do, I go into football clubs, try and find out

what systems suit those players and try to get the damned¬ 
est out of the players. That’s what I’ve done everywhere 
I’ve been. 

“If I’ve got a load of centre-halves who can’t pass, you 
don’t want them to pass out from the back. You have to 
look at the strengths and work around that.” 

Is it irritating though, being one of the longest-serv¬ 
ing managers in British football, but saddled with such a 
one-dimensional reputation? 

“That is life, you get pigeon-holed and you accept it or 
you fight it. I have accepted it, that is what people think. 
There is enough people out there that see it differently.” 

Although he’s quick to point out how lucky he’s been, 
there is a slight annoyance that he’s never been given the 
best squad, in any division. 

Gillingham, Portsmouth, Plymouth; they were all strug¬ 
gling when he took charge, and he left all three in a better 
position. The same can be argued for Stoke and Crystal 
Palace. 

One day, he’d love ‘the opportunity of working with real 
quality’. “The basic principles would remain,” he assures. 
“But you’d give them more leeway to express themselves 
and make decisions themselves.” 

The closest he ever came to that was at Palace, when the 
style evolved into something more exciting, more entertain¬ 
ing. “Palace is an ideal scenario,” he said. “When I went 


there, the players and the team were all over the place. 
We managed to get some players in during the window. 
But during that early time the biggest thing was finding 
a way to win.” 

There have also been some memorable scraps. He re¬ 
fused to go into detail about specific incidents - like the 
infamous naked head-butt on striker James Beattie - but 
he did say: “If someone has been top cock, I’ve knocked him 
down. Some respond, some don’t. As Cloughie used to say, 
there’s no room for two big heads in this club.” 

But football has changed since the days of Brian Clough. 
There are no more dressing room brawls, no more pinning 
players against the wall. 

“There was a time and place for that, but that was years 
ago,” said Pulis. “There are times when I still lose my tem¬ 
per and go after one or two players but it would never come 
to that. You couldn’t do it.” 

Money has changed the dynamics of football, and not 
necessarily for the better. Pulis say players are ‘film stars’ 
now, paid extortionate amounts of cash far too young, and 
it is detrimental to their development as people. 

Money 

His solution? A day working in the local industry to bring 
them back down to earth. 

“One day at Stoke we took them to the pots,” he said. 
“Show them what kids will have to do when they leave 
school rather than playing football, being given 30 pairs 
of boots, being paid a lot of money. They need a reality 
check.” 

Although it’s been nearly a quarter of a century in vari¬ 
ous hot seats, Pulis has no plans of retiring any time soon, 
there’s plenty more petrol left in the tank. 

The passion still burns away inside, and the defeats still 
hurt as much. 

“I’ve got a little room which I just go in,” he revealed. 
“There is a just a television in there and my wife brings 
my food and a glass of wine. Then she leaves me till the 
next morning.” 

But the fiery coach has mellowed with age, thanks in part 
to the arrival of grandchildren. “They are lovely, they bring 
you back down to earth.”

PAUL Holt followed in his father’s foot¬ 
steps and secured the Midlands Area 
Super Featherweight title with an explo¬ 
sive stoppage of Louis Fielding on Satur¬ 
day evening.
